Anthracite  Coal

Anthracite  coal,  or  commonly  known  as  hard  coal  was  discovered  in 
1790  in  north  eastern  Pennsylvania.  A  hunter,  Necho  Allen,  fell  asleep 
at  the  base  of  Broad  Mountain  and  woke  to  the  sight  of  a  large  fire  be¬ 
cause  his  camp  fire  ignited  an  outcropping  of  Anthracite  coal.  Later  ex¬ 
ploration  revealed  these  fields  cover  roughly  500  square  miles.  This  is 
the  richest  deposit  in  the  world.  Other  anthracite  deposits  are  found  in 
south  Wales,  UK,  Ukraine,  Russia  and  China. 

Anthracite  coal  is  a  very  hard  compact  variety  of  coal  that  has  a  high  lus¬ 
ter.  When  rubbed  with  one’s  fingers  it  does  not  leave  a  black  mark  like 
Bituminous  coal.  It  has  the  highest  carbon  content  and  contains  the  few¬ 
est  impurities  of  all  types  of  coal.  The  carbon  content  is  between  92  % 

and  98  %.  Typical  bituminous  coal  contains  60  %  to  80  %  carbon. 

* 

Anthracite  coal  burns  with  a  short  blue  flame  and  is  virtually  soot  free. 

Anthracite  coal  was  basically  formed  like  other  types  of  coal  except  it 
went  one  step  further.  Over  millions  of  years,  shifts  in  the  earth’s  plates 
and  other  landscape  changes  compressed  prehistoric  peat  deposits  into 
coal.  However  in  the  north  eastern  part  of  Pennsylvania  and  other  parts 
of  the  Anthracite  region  the  coal  formation  was  accelerated  by  a  violent 
upheaval  known  as  the  Appalachian  Revolution.  In  the  movement  rising 
mountains  literally  folded  over,  splitting  open  and  thrusting  up  rock  and 
peat  formation  from  deep  inside  the  earth.  The  extra  pressure  from  this 
process  yielded  coal  that  was  more  pure,  harder  and  higher  carbon  con¬ 
tent  than  other  types  of  coal. 

Five  years  after  it  was  discovered,  an  Anthracite  fired  iron  furnace  was 
built  on  the  Schuylkill  River.  This  coal  was  first  experimentally  burned 
as  a  residential  heating  fuel  on  February  1  1,  1808  on  an  open  grate  in  a 
fireplace.  The  coal  needs  a  draft  flowing  from  the  bottom  of  a  grate  to  be 
a  viable  fuel. 


In  the  spring  of  1808,  the  first  commercially  mined  load  of  Anthracite 


was  shipped  down  the  Susquehanna  River  from  Plymouth,  Pennsylvania 
marking  the  birth  of  commercial  Anthracite  mining  in  the  US.  From  that 
first  mine,  production  rose  to  an  all  time  high  of  over  100  million  tons  in 
1917. 

From  the  late  1800’s  until  the  1950’s  Anthracite  coal  was  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  fuel  for  heating  homes  and  other  buildings  in  the  northern  US,  until  it 
was  supplanted  first  by  oil  burning  systems  and  later  by  natural  gas. 
Many  large  public  buildings  such  as  schools  continued  to  be  heated  with 
Anthracite  burning  furnaces  through  the  1970’s. 

Current  Anthracite  production  averages  around  5  million  tons  per  year. 
The  principal  use  today  is  for  a  domestic  fuel  in  either  hand  fired  stoves 
or  automatic  stoker  furnaces.  The  coal  delivers  high  energy  per  its 
weight  and  its  clean  burning  characteristics  make  it  ideal  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  However  its  high  value  makes  it  prohibitively  expensive  for  power) 
plant  use. 

Although  its  potential  for  water  treatment  has  been  known  for  years.  An¬ 
thracite  coal  was  not  used  for  this  purpose  until  the  beginning  of  the  20th 
century.  When  in  a  crushed  state  it  makes  an  excellent  medium  density 
filtration  media.

In  the  early  20  century,  the  Lackawanna  Railroad  started  using  only  the 
more  expensive  Anthracite  coal.  They  advertised  widely  that  travelers  on 
their  line  could  make  railway  journeys  without  getting  their  clothes 
stained  with  soot.  This  ad  featured  white  clad  women  named  Phoebe 
Snow  and  poems  containing  lines  like  “My  gown  stays  white  from  morn 
till  night  upon  the  road  of  Anthracite.” 


Today  approximately  2000  people  make  their  living  mining  Anthracite 
coal.  Most  of  the  mining  involves  reclaiming  coal  from  waste  piles  from 
past  coal  mining  next  to  closed  mines.  Some  underground  mining  also 
takes  place.

Peery  &  Gibson 
Anawalt,  WV  (McDowell) 

In  the  book  ’’Billion  Dollar  Coalfield,"  on  page  280,  there  is  a  section  on  Anawalt.  On  page 
301,  the  coal  camp  O'toole,  which  was  about  a  half  mile  from  Anawalt,  has  a  section.  It  is  also 
noted  that  there  were  four  independent  stores  that  accepted  company  [United  States  Coal  & 
Coke  Co.]  scrip.  Central  Pocahontas  Coal  Company  operated  the  No. 2  mine  at  O'toole  from 
1911  to  1939. 

Gordon  Dodrill's  book,  “20,000  Coal  Company  Stores,”  on  page  193  #  P3 15  &  316  lists  Peery 
&  Gibson  as  having  a  store  in  Hemphill  and  Capels,  West  Virginia,  for  Central  Pocahontas 
Coal  Co.  in  1915.  Dodrill  does  not  state  a  token  known. 

The  West  Virginia  Office  of  Miners  Health  Safety  and  Training  website  shows  Central  Poca¬ 
hontas  Coal  Co.  had  a  mine  named  Anawalt  from  1909  to  1911.  The  mine  produced  2,723 
tons  the  first  year  and  33,104  and  61,240  tons  the  next  two  years. 

The  1914  West  Virginia  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Mines  lists  on  page  544  Central 
Pocahontas  Coal  Co.  operating  mines  No.l  and  No. 2  with  a  post  office  box  in  Anawalt.  The 
mines  had  a  total  of  36  men.  However,  series  #1104  on  page  282  in  the  section,  Directory  of 
the  Mines,  states  only  20  men  employed.  Coal  was  mined  by  pick  and  hauled  by  mules.  H.  K. 
Karper  was  superintendent  and  E.  T.  Lilly  and  J.  S.  Money  were  foremen. 

The  1915  West  Virginia  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Mines  also  lists  Central  Poca¬ 
hontas  Coal  Co.  of  Anawalt.  The  section  “reports  of  district  mine  inspectors44  on  page  273  and 
274  items  1 104  and  1 105  has  a  very  detailed  report  on  the  mines.  No.l  and  No.  2  were  about 
one  mile  apart.  The  management  remained  the  same.  Central  Pocahontas  Coal  Co.  of 
Anawalt  is  included  in  at  least  the  1920  through  1927  annual  reports. 

A  direct  quote  from  Doug  Tolley  on  2-2-2010:  “I  am  familiar  with  where  the  mine  and  com¬ 
pany  store  were  located.  It  was  actually  at  a  coal  camp  called  0”toole,  bordering  Anawalt. 
[Named  after  the  owner,  no  post  office].  The  camp  still  exists  with  several  of  the  original 
houses  that  have  been  remodeled.  The  mine  worked  out  just  before  the  2nd  World  War.  The 
Junior  High  School  principal  took  us  to  the  site  several  times  during  scrap  iron  drives  for  the 
war  effort.  The  company  store  was  a  large  wooden  building,  it  burned  about  late  1 950's.  A 
friend  that  I  worked  with  lived  nearby  and  they  called  him  away  from  work  for  fear  his  home 
was  in  danger.  Peery  and  Gibson  also  had  a  general  store  in  Anawalt  about  U/2  miles  from  the 


mine’s  company  store  that  also  acted  as  a  company  store.  While  in  high  school  I  worked  one  summer 
at  this  store  [it  was  then  Peery  and  Rector].  Nell  Gibson,  daughter  of  one  of  the  original  owners,  still 
worked  there.” 

With  Dodrill  listing  Peery  &  Gibson  as  company  stores  for  Central  Pocahontas  Coal  Co.  in  two  other 
towns,  there  should  be  very  little  doubt  that  over  the  20  plus  years  that  Central  Pocahontas  Coal  Co. 
operated  in  Anawalt,  WV,  the  Peery  &  Gibson  store  in  Anawalt 
was  not  at  least  coal  related  to  supplement  the  company  store.  I 
understand  Dave  Schenkman  really  brought  the  existence  of 
Anawalt  scrip  to  light.  Mr.  Schenkman's  "R"  ratings  will  be 
used  in  a  catalogue  revision. 

I  have  listed  Anawalt  with  a  town  number  of  85.  I  have  the  fol¬ 
lowing  aluminum  tokens:  A5-A10-A25-A50-A100.  Peery  & 

Gibson/  merchants  /  Anawalt,  W.VA.,  on  reverse,  good  for/5/in 
trade.  Anawalt  should  be  listed  in  any  revised  catalogue.

Montan  wax  is  a  hard  wax  recovered  from  some  lignites  or  brown  coal.  This  wax  basically 
is  a  waxy  substance  which  once  protected  the  original  prehistoric  plant  leaves  that  later 
became  coal.  This  wax  is  thought  to  be  chemically  unchanged  from  its  origin.  The  wax 
color  ranges  from  dark  brown  to  light  yellow.  It  becomes  white  upon  further  refinement.  Its 
melting  point  is  79-90  degrees  Celsius.  It  is  used  for  making  car  and  shoe  polishes,  and 
paints.  It  is  also  a  lubricant  for  making  paper  and  plastics.  About  a  third  of  total  world  pro¬ 
duction  is  used  for  car  waxes.  Montan  wax  in  polishes  is  very  scuff  resistant  and  in¬ 
creases  water  repellence  and  imparts  high  gloss. 

Only  two  places  in  the  world  produce  an  obtainable  lignite  coal  containing  commercially 
obtainable  Montan  wax.  These  are  the  middle  Eocene  (  45  million  years  old  )  lone  Basin, 
California  and  Amsdorf,  Germany.  Lignite  from  the  middle  Eocene  Formation  of  the  lone 
Basin  is  a  low  grade  coal  which  has  not  been  subjected  to  great  forces  of  heat  and  pres¬ 
sure  through  geologic  time.  Hence  the  waxy  substance  of  the  original  vegetal  constituents 
has  not  been  altered.  The  lignite  likely  accumulated  in  a  marsh-like  setting  at  the  margins 
of  islands  built  by  floods  depositing  soil  and  other  debris.  The  coal  mine  in  the  lone  Basin, 
is  California’s  only  active  coal  mine.  This  mine  has  been  active  for  several  decades.

Ingredients  ^ 

2  cups  granulated  sugar 
V4  cup  light  com  syrup 
V2  cup  water 

V2  teaspoon  black  paste  food  color 
1  teaspoon  anise  extract 

Procedure 

Line  an  8-  inch  square  baking  pan  with  foil  extending  edges  over  side  of  pan.  Lightly 
grease  foil  with  butter. 

Combine  sugar,  corn  syrup  and  water  in  heavy  2-  quart  saucepan. 

Stir  over  medium  heat  until  sugar  is  dissolved  and  mixture  comes  to  a  boil  being  careful 
not  to  splash  the  sugar  mixture  on  the  sides  of  the  pan.  Attach  a  food  thermometer  to  the 
side  of  the  pan  keeping  the  bottom  of  the  thermometer  just  above  the  bottom  of  the  pan. 

Cook  about  15  minutes  until  the  thermometer  registers  290  degrees  F.  with  out  stirring. 
Immediately  remove  from  the  heat. 

Stir  in  the  anise  and  black  food  paste. 

Pour  mixture  into  the  prepared  pan  and  cool. 

Lift  candy  out  of  pan  using  edges  of  foil. 


Store  in  plastic  container. 


Place  candy  between  2  layers  of  heavy-  duty  foil. 


Pound  candy  with  a  mallet  to  break  candy  into  small
